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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest a battery pack having a pair 
of heat transfer plates ananged on the top and bottom surfaces of a plurality of batteries 
arranged in a flat configuration, which heat transfer plates are in surface contact with 
the housing which is also made of a material having excellent thermal conductivity to 
transfer heat. 

The closest prior art to Kenji (JP 10154494 A) does not teach that the housing 
and heat transfer plates both have excellent thermal conductively to transfer heat 
through the heat transfer plates to the housing and then through the housing where the 
heat is dissipated. Kenji in particular discloses that the housing structure 3 is made of a 
material that does not have good thermal conductivity.
